Dec. 10 Peno was driving a big coal wagon 
in the street car tracks on Grand avenue, 
It was about 6 o’clock in the afternoon. His 
wagon was empty and he was driving at a 
pretty good gait. A Union Depot motor car 
was behind him, and the motorman rang his 
gong vigorously. 

Peno tried to get out of tthe track hurried- 
ly and the horses responded to his pull on 


the lines quicker than he expected. In leav- 


ing the track the wagon gave a sudden 
lurch. Peno was jerked from the wagon and 
tumbled on the paved street on his head and 


shoulders. 


He was picked up limp and helpless and 
taken to his home on College avenue, near 
by.

Before he could apply. the match, he had 
been seized with one of the awful par- 
oxysms of asthma and made his way to the 
window, which he threw open for air. The 
window sill was not higher than half way 
to Mr. McCullagh’s knees. It was absurd 
to say that he could not have lurched 
through. ; h 

In Dr. Boyd’s opinion he either died at the 
moment the window was raised, of heart 
failure, or in oe out, the better to get 
the air, had fallen. 
~ ‘His head struck the coping at the base of 
the wall. Had he lea Dr. Boyd argued, 
his body must have struck far out. In addi- 
tion, there was nothing but soft turf be- 
neath the window. 

To have thought to have found death 
from such a fall would have been the vagary 
of a mind far beneath that of the eminent 
editor. 

Dr. Boyd referred to the statements made 
by Dr. C. H. Hughes, saying that an eminent 
neurologist, who constituted himself public 

rosecutor, had declared it was suicide. He

WOOD IS TO BE REPLACED WITH 
MASONRY. 


MEASURE OF REAL ECONOMY. 


Municipal Authorities Favor the Im- 
mediate Adoption of the Post- 
Dispatch’s Suggestion. 


The co®*tonwood flooring of the Mill Creek 
Sewer will be replaced, in line with the sug- 
gestion of the Post-Dispatch, with an in- 
vert of masonry. 

The engineer members of the Board of 
Public Improvements are unanimous in 
saying that the work should be done and 
will be done as rapidly as possible. 

“There is no more important work for the 
city to do,’ sald Sewer Commissioner Col- 
by.. “It should neglect other ‘work, if neces- 


sary, in order to do this at once.’”’ 

‘*The .wood flooring will be replaced with 
masonry as rapidly as it can be done,” said 
|, Water Commissioner Holman. ‘‘The cost 
will be considerable, but the work will oc- 
cupy so long a time that the burden can be 
diszributed.”’ 

President McMath said: ‘‘The floor of the 
entire sewer will have to be reconstructed, 
and the sooner itis done the better and less 
expensive it will be.’’ 

AS ong as any of the wocden flooring 
remains breaks such as that at Fourteenth 
and Gratiot streets are liable to occur at 
any time. 

If there is a complete collapse, followed 
by an overflow the city will be responsible 
for the heavy damage to property certain to 
be caused. ‘ 

The wooden flooring does not extend the 
full length of the sewer. Some invert has 

n put in and for considerable distances 
the bottom is of natural rock. 

From the river to Second street there is a 
wooden flooring. From Second to Third it 
is natural rock. From Third to Eighth 
wood, from Eighth to Tenth rock, from 
Tenth to Sixteenth wood, for 1,188 feet rock 
and from that point to Rankin avenue wood, 
From Rankin avenue to the end, at Vande- 
venter and Duncan avenues, the bottom is 
of masonry. This is the new,part of sé

NCNE OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
CAN SWALLOW IT. 


THEY LOVE THE PEOPLE. 


In Their Opinion, an Appointive Board 
of Education Will Be a 
Great Evil. . 


As might be expected, members of the 
School Boaraé do not take kindly to the bill 
for their elimination which has been formu- 
lated by the reform committee headed by 
Mr. Frederick N. Judson. The objection of 
the School Board members to the proposed 
change in the government of the St. Louis 
Public Schools ‘may be explained on the 
ground that their conduct has created a 
public sentiment for another order of things 
and like men on trial before the bar of pub- 
lic opinion they do not desire to say any- 


thing that would be am admission of their 
shortcomings. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter interviewed a 
number of School Board members, and ex- 
cept in one instance, he had to listen to 
strong arguments against an appointive 
board. The proposal of Mm Judson and ifs 
fellow committeemen that the School Board 
consist of a doen nonh-salaried men, ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, is not acceptable to 
the rank and file of the present School 
Board. 

Several of them object also to the scheme 
to give the Superintendent of Instruction 
the Commissioner of School Buildings and 
the Secretary and Treasurer enlarged powers 
in their respective departments, so as to 
free them from the interference of meddle- 
some committees. 

Herinan C. Grawe, vice-president of the 
School Board, said: “I am opposed to an ap- 
pointive Schvol Board because I think it 
will prove a ¢dailure. I have learned ‘4 les- 
son since I was elected to the School Board, 
and it is that the schools should be con- 
ducted on non-partisan lines, Politics as 
well as religion should be kept out of the 
schools. But a board which would be ap- 
pointed by a partisan Mayor would have to 
be partisan, It is true that the members of 
the present Schoo) Board were elected on 
political platforms, but they. are not bound 
to be as partisan as appointive school direc- 
tors, who would be dependent on a partisan 
Mayor for their offices. 

Talso think ‘hat it is better to let the peo- 
Ple bear the blame of a mistake rather 
than that one man should carry the whole 
responsibility on his shoulders. If a bed 
School Board is elected the people must 
bear the blame, but ‘there is not so great a 
danger of a ‘bad School Bourd be!ng elected 
as there is of one being appointed. A Mayor 
may be the man in St. Lou's and yet 
he = choose the wrong kind of: citizens 
for Sehonl] Directors. After all, the nearer 
public officials are to the people, the better 
will they act. 

Director William H. McClain said: “I 
have not given the bill of the reform com- 
mittee sufficient thought to pass an opin- 
jon on it. I am in favor of an appointive 
School Board, bult I have not settled in my 
own mind where the «appointive power 
Should bée veBted. Some say the Mayor 
should have the authority, others the Gove 
ernor and others again the. courts. Objec- 
tion. is made to all of ithese. 

“TI favor an appointive board, because ex- 
penne shows that in a city of the size of 

t. Louis the bulk of the citizens do not 
take enough interest in the schools *o see 
that proper men are chosen directors. At| 
the last election for School Directors at 
large only 129 votes were cast in the pre- 
einct of she Twentieth Ward located be- 
tween Grand and Vandeventer avenues, 
Olive streei and Laclede avenue. This fact 
indicates that the better class. of\citizens 
seem indifferent to the government )\of *he 
public schools, although they pay a™Narge 
part of the taxes for their maintenance, If 
the School Board was a non-salaried ap- 
pointive body and the possibiHt'es for gain: 
were eliminated by the investment of the 
salaried officers with exclusive powers 
only good men would accept a place in the 
board and they would serve solely for the 
hqnor of the position. 

‘But I do not sge vny the boardas now 
constituted canngt make some of the re- 
forms whick Mr. Judson’s committee hopes 
to acecr~ .iish by making a complete change. 
ane Teachers Committee attends to trans- 
fers and promotions of teachers, which are 
duties that should devolve exclusively on 
the Superintendent of Instruction. The 
Building Superintendent is hampered by the 
Building Committee in répair and construc- 
tion work. The Secretary and Treasurer is 
embarrassed by a Ways and Means Com mit- 
tee in the management of the board’s finan- 
ces, while the Auditor is not permitted by 
the Building Committee to see whether 
work has been done as it should be.’’ 

The reporter remarked that in the light of 
the past it was impossible for the present 
board to voluntarily ttake itsvhands off the 
work of the salaried offigers, and Mr. Mc- 
Clain emiied assent. “it Bey 

School Director Brady said: “An appoint- 
ive School Board would be going from 
to worse. It would be like the Mullanphy 
Board, the House of Refuge Board and the 
other appointive bodies of St. Louis. The 
people pay ithe school taxes and they should 
have a direct voice.in the vernment of 
the schools. I am in favor of an elective 
School Board, made up. of one member from 
each. ward. The present arrangement, 
which provides for a board of seven mem- 
bers at large and fourteen district members, 
is bad. I know it, because I served in the, 
board when there was ward representation, 
and I have been a member since the pres- 
ent system began.” 

Director Jacob B. Ulrich eaid: “An ap- 
puayre Schoo! Board may have its merits, 

ut I am in favor of a board smaller than 
the present one and elected at large. There 
Should be no district members. I am very 
much opposed to the Reform Committee’s 
plan ‘to vest a building commissioner with 
he authority that now rests with the 

uilding Committee. One man should not 
have so much authority.” 

Director John P. Kelleher said: ‘The 
School Board should not be an appointive 
body, because it should not be rtisan. If 
it were the creature of a partisan Mayor 
it would be obliged to act on political lines 
at all times. So many of tthe directors 
elected as Republicans call themselves in- 
dependents, that partisan lines are rarely 


drawn in the board. A Superintendent of | 
School 


Instruction and a Commissioner of 
Buildings should not be vested with the 
powers now exercised by the Teachers 
Committee and the Building Committee, be- 
cause one man cannot do the work of either 
of those great Ccpnrtine s. Seven men con- 
stituting a committee can accomplish much 
better results than one salaried official.” 

Director John H. Spinning said that as a 
member Of the School Board he considered 
it unbecoming In him to discuss the Reform 
Committee’s bill.

/Cut Rates, Which Are Be- 
low Cost. 


The coffee war between the American 

Sugar Refining Co., commonly called the 
Sugar Trust, and Arbuckle Bros., the big- 
gest dealers in roasted coffee in the United 
States, became more acute Saturday, when 
each side matie a cut in prices, For the 
first time since the Sugar Trust went into 
the coffee business to fight the Arbuckles 
for building a sugar refinery, the Arbuckles 
reduced their prices Saturday. 
‘In the language of the trade, coffee ex- 
change Rio No. 8 was reduced by the Ar- 
buckles from $18.85 to $17.8 per 100 pounds, 
or 1 cent per pound. 

When the Sugar Trust bought a controll- 
ing interest in the Woollsen Spice Co. of 
Toledo, O., a few weeks ago, for the pur- 
pose of carrying the war against the Ar- 
buckles into Africa, it scaled the price of 
coffee exchange Rio No. 8 from $18.85 to 
$17.85, and Saturday it made a further cut

LECTURE CONTRACT. 


‘WAS BILLED OFFENSIVELY. 


His Sense of Propriety Offended at the 
Ostentatious Advertising Feat- 
& ures Employed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 2.—The following is 
am accurate and authoritative etatement 
-of 'the real facts regarding Mr. William J. 
Bryan's contract for a lecture tour, and 
the circumstances of its cancellation: 

Although ‘the first and last lecture at De 
Give's Opera-house, in Atlanta, brought re- 
ceipts amounting ‘to "$2,300, Mr. Bryan was 


. imduced to cancel his contract by the ac- 


tions of his managers, who insisted on 
making a hippodrome of his appearances. 
Rather than depart from the dignified po- 
sition he maintained throughout the cam- 
paign, he decided to return ‘to his home in 
Lincoln. 

Mr. Bryan was led t6é believe from the 
very start that his tour was to have been 
of the most.non-sehsational nature. He un-

dowever, when he went upon the stage,

WEALTH FROM 
UNDER GROUND 


METAL AND MINERAL PRODUC- 
TION OF THE UNITED STATES. 


THE RECORD MADE IN 1896. 


General Output Less Than the Year Be- 
fore, Though in Gold the Coun- 
try Leads the World. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The Engineering 
and Mining Journal to-day contains statis- 
tics of the mineral production of the United 
States during 1896. The production of min- 
erals and fhetals in the United States for the 
year 1896 is given out at a value of $653,311,- 
468, showing a decrease as compared with 
1895 of $24,689,266, or about 3% per cent. This 
decrease was largely in values rather than 
in quantities; in none of the chief articles 
was there any marked decrease, ‘while in 
several there were considerable increases, 

The total production of metals in the year 
1896 was valued at $242,311,481, an increase od 
$1,694,1lL.over the previous year, while the 
valueof non-metallic substances was $410,999,- 
987, a decrease of $26,388,377 from 1895. A large 
part of this was due to the lower values of 
coal, stone and a few other important sub- 
stances, very little resulting from the small- 
er quantities. 

The production of akiminum shows an in- 


crease of 400,000 pounds over that of 1895,- 
the total for the year being 1,300,000 pounds. 
The production continues in the hands of a 
agi company, the Pittsburg NKeduction 


An increase of about 100 tons is reported 
in the production of antimony, which came 
wholly from the Californ.a mines. 

The increase in copper has been extraor- 
dinary, the total gaun amounting to 67,.63,- 
150 pounds, which was made in spite of a 
large decrease in the domestic demands, 
but was more than absorbed by the ex- 
traordinary exports for the year, which are 
the largest on record. 

The gold production of the United States 
in 1896 reached the total of $57,000,000, a gain 
over 1895 of no less than $10,169,800. This ex- 
traordinary advance, which far surpasses 
the gain reported from any other country in 
the world, puts the United States in the lead 
of the p cing countries. Our output of 
gold was no less than 26 per cent of the total 
produsotion of the entire world. 

The production of pig iron in the United 
States has been in 1896, 7,768,809 long tons. 
The depression of business, which made its 
appearance in the latter part of ‘the year, has 
had less effect than had been anticipated, 
ithe decrease from 189% being only 677,439 tons, 
or about 7 per cent. 

The production of lead from domestic ores 
in 1896 amounted to 17,717 short tons, showing 
an imcrease of 20,863 tons over the pre- 
ceding year. In addition to this there 
were 79,000 tons produced from importers, or 
refined from imported bullion. 

The quicksilver output for 1896 was 33,012 
flasks of 764% pounds each, showing a de- 
crease of 966 flasks from the previous year. 
The production continues to come wholly 
from the California mines, no new de its 
having been developed to the producing: 
point during the year. 

The production of silver from domestic 
ores reached a total of 45,465,175 fine ounces, 
showing a decrease from that of 1896 
amounting to 865,062 ounces only. The silver, 
production has thus been maintained better 
than had been anticipated. Moreover there 
were produced or refined from foreign ores 
and bullion by our smelters and other works 
no less than 40,000,000 fine ounces of silver, 
making e total quantity refined* or put 
into final Re ty form in this country 
$5,465,173 fine ounces. This large producing 
was almost entirely absorbed by the mark- 
ets and the average price of the silver of 
the year shows an actual advance, having 
béen 67c, although toward the close of the 
year it fell about 2 per cent below that 
point. Of the silver obtained from foreign 
ores it is estimated that 38,000,000 ounces 
came from Mexican ores and bullton and 
2,000,000 ounces from materials brought into 
this country from Canada, chiefly from 
British Columbia. - 

The total producing of spelter for com- 
merce for the year 1896, amounting to 77,084 
short tons, shows a decrease of 4,074 tons 
from that of 18%. The producing was fully 
up to the demand, however. \ 

Of the output of spelter in 1896, 31,432 tons 
came from Illinois and Indiana districts 
36,331 tons direct from the Kansas-Missour 
region and 9,322 tons from the eastern and 
southern producers. The latter as well as 
the Illinois district showed an decrease, a 
slight gain being reported from the Kansas- 
Missouri region. 

As was inevitable in a year of business 
depression, the .increase in coal Was not 
large; in fact, it is surprising that bitumin- 
ous coal should have shown any gain at 
all. The output {n 1896 was 141,770,099 tons, 
showing a gain over 18% of 4,371,752 tons. 
On the other hand there was a decrease of 


6,782,057 short tons in anthracite producing, f[ 


an amount greater than the gain in bitu- 
minous. The total coal production was 
therefore 193,351,027 short tons and the total 
decrease as compared with 189 was 2,410,- 
80 tons. With ordinary prosperity and ac-

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.#Following 
close upon James Creelman’s startling 
story from Madrid, charging that the Ad- 
ministration is secretly allied with Spain 
against the Cubans, it is reported here 


that Spain has indicated to this Govern- 
ment that concessions will be made to the 
Cubans by which the pacification of the 
island is to be hoped and secured.

Should it develop, however, 
that there is any foundation for the state- 
ments made, it will merit speedy and em- 
phatic action by Congress.”’ ‘ 
Representative Cooper of Wisconsin: “I 
must say that the statements bear the im- 
pression of sincerity and ‘that they are of 
the most astounding character. If the dis- 
patch is correct, it is the duty of Congress 
to take immediate action in the matter.”’ 
Mr. Cooper added that the reported action 
of the President in this case was in direct 
line with the policy adopted by him in deal- 
ing with the Hawaiian question, and that, 
he said, was the most astounding piece of 
diplomacy the world ever knew of. 
Congressman Baker of New Hampshire 
said: ‘I think the alleged deal is right in 
line with the President’s message and what 
he has heretofore suggested through Olney 
in regard to the proper policy of the United 
States. I think that the attempt of the 
administration is going to be to present

There can be little doubt that had recog- 
nition of the belligerency of the Cubans 
occurred @ year or more ago, they would 
now have what Mr, Cleveland calls “a 
civil government.” 

Some historians contend that but for 
the recognition of their belligerency by 
the Powers of Europe the-.Confederate 
States wouid not have been able to main- 
tain a civil government for a year, The 
maintenance of any form of government 
by an insurrectionary power is, at best, 
a difficult task. What made the’*rebel- 
lion of the Southern States ‘the greatest 
in history was the Anglé-Saxon genius 
of their people for government. The 
Latins are not so gifted. They require 


months’ notice of any contemplated “re. 
adjustment.” The notice was given on 
Oct, 1. The Post-Dispatch called atten. 
tion to this and warned the workingmen 
of the country that it was the prelude to 
a reduction of wages at Homestead and 
elsewhere. The Democratic National 
Committee took the matter up and had it 
discussed throughout the country, Chair- 
man Hanna thereupon denounced the 
Democratic Headquarters Bureau as “a 
nest of agitators,” and their prediction 
that wages would be reduced in case of 
McKinley’s election as “a treasonable at- 
tempt to stir up strife between Labor 
and Capital.” 

The workingmen refused to heed the 
warning. They listened to the plausible 
talk of Hanna’s paid emissaries, They 
helped elect McKinley as the Advance 
Agent of Prosperity.. 

They ‘are now walting for the pros- 
perity, and tn the meanwhile, precisely 
as predicted, their wages are being re- 
duced. There is no reason to believe that 
the reduction at Homestead will be con- 
fined to the two open-hearth mills that 
are now being “readjusted.” It will ulti- 
mately be extended throughout the works. 
Nor will it stop there. Under the gold 
standard prices inevitably go down, and 
wages as inevitably go down with them, 
This is an inexorable law of economics.

ATTORNEY ROWE’S ARGUMENT 
ON A MOTION TO QUASH. 


TOM WALSH'S CASE IN COURT. 


The Lawyer Pays His Respects to 
Chief Harrigan.in an Ornately 
Sarcastic Brief. 


‘ 

The motion to quash the information in 
the case of the State against Thos. Walsh 
was argued in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection Saturday morning by Attorney Rowe 
for the defendant Wal*h, and Prosecuting 
Attorney Mulvihill for the State. 

Walsh stands acused of selling pools on 
horse races contrary to the statutes of the 
State of Missouri. He and three others 

were arrested on the same charge. A mo- 
(ion to quash the information was filed in 
Walsh’s case, and it was made the test 
case for all the rest. 

“Attorney Rowe made a verbal argument, 
«ud filed a printed brie. 

The stand he took was that there was no 
law existing against pool selling, and ar- 
@ied that if there had been the Supreme 
Court of the ‘State would never have dis- 
charged Walsh, because the information 
read that ne had acted contrary ‘to the 
@'atutes in such cases made and provided.” 
The Supreme Court, failing to find a statute 
applicable, discharged Walsh. 

The Legislature not having met in the 
interval, Mr. Rowe held that there was no 
law against pool selling. 

Attorney Mulvihill on the other hand said 
that the law of 1891 still existed and was in 
full force, because the Supreme Court had 
in declaring the 1895 law unconstituttonal in- 
ferred that it had never existed and in con- 

sequence the law of 1891 had never been re- 
pealed by it. ’ 

Both argued at some length. In his brief 
Attorney Rowe takes occasion to express 
his views on Chief Hartigan, and concludes 
his argument in the following terms: 

“The motion to quash should be sustained; 
reason as wWell as authority, so declares, 
‘against this array of authority and reason, 
what have we but the edict of the Great 
Vaster of the Watch. 

‘“‘He has declared that ‘heris a wise fellow,’ 
yd which is more an officer, and that 

knows the law.’”’ 

‘He has told the watch that if they meet 
a robber or a burglar or a murderer, either 
in the day or night, on a puble highway, 
io loudly apprehend him in his Great Name, 
and if he will not be apprehended, to let 
him peacefully go his way, because if he will 
not thus be apprehended, he is a villain and 
a dangerous man, and it would not be safe 
to lay violent hands on him, or to go near 
im. He has instructed seven of his special 
rgus-eyed watch, and seven of his watch 
‘ith brass buitons and blue coats, to use all 

eir skill and sagacfty to detect, discover, 

rret out and uncover all pool rooms that 

‘e running wide open in public places ‘n 
1e City of St. Louis, and *o seize and car- 
y to prison, and retain without bond, all 
ersons therein who do not seek to avoid 
ageest, and are always ready to respond to 
any lawful demand. This Great One has 
said: ‘I will close the pool rooms; if the 
law of 1891 is nov in force, I (with great em- 
phasis on Ego) will FIND a law to close 
them."’ 

“Hence it is that we approach the temple 
of justice, trembling with awe and fear. It 
is true that he is not the creator and owner 
of the heavens above and the earth be- 
neath, and of the waters under the earth, 
and all that in them is;.yet, through Father 
Adam, he is related to the Almighty, and 
irrogates unto himself many of his powers.

A CUBAN TRAGEDY LONG AGO. 


Interesting Letter of Frank P. Blair on 
Cuban Relations and Span- 
ish Brutality. 


Col. Charles H. Jones, Editor of the Post- 

Dispatch: 

I will be under obligations to you if you 
will publish the inclosed, as it seems very 
appropriate at this time, when the relations 
of this country with Spain are so strained. 

Crittenden and his patriotic band went to 
Cuba with ag holy motives as inspired Lafa- 


'yette and other foreign-born patriots who, 


in a critical moment of our history, came 
to our rescue, and it has always scemed to 
me that if we had then had ag our Consul 
General Fitzhugh Lee, he would have wrap- 
ped the flag of his country about his body 


and would have been at the Po of their 
execution, and placing himself between his 
countrymén and their executioners, defied 
them to shoot a — man, I have always 
felt that they should have been treated as 
prisoners of war, and should not have been 
shot down in the cruel, brutal manner they 
were, and their bodies after death robbed 
of clothes, trampled upon and mutilated by 
eutting off their limbs and heaping indigni- 
ties upon their dead bodies too inhuman and 
brutal to be named. 

My personal friend, Col. William L. Crit- 
tenden, with one other, was second to the 
last to be shot, and when the cruel butchers 
ordered him tio kneel to be shot he refused, 
saying: ‘“‘An American kneels only to hig, 
God, and always faces his enemy.” 

I have ever sympathized with the people 
of Cuba in their efforts to throw off the 
Spanish yoke. I pray that their present ef- 
forts may be crowned with success, but I 
feel that it is wise for our Government to 
move carefully and cautiously. I feel that 
both the honor and interests of our country 
are eafe in the hands of our President and 
hig able Secretary of State. Cuba will come 
out of this struggle, I feel sure, a free and 
independent nation. The hearts of our peo- 


tional Legislature willl voice-to the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet, as well as to Spain, 
the overwhelming sentiment of this coun- 
try, and Spain must yield. Our thirteen colo- 
nies rad not a tithe of the grievances of 
Cuba when they rebelled; and as patriots 
from abroad came to help us let us do all 
we lawfully can to help Cuba. 

The following letters in my session 
throw light on the old tragedy. The first is 
from Hon, Frank P. Blair to Thomas T 
Crittenden, as follows: 


SILVER SPRINGS, July 22, 1873.—My 
Dear Mr. Crittenden: I received your 
late letter suggesting a wish that a por- 
tion of one of mine itto.you in regard to 
your brother's fate in Cuba might be 
published. 

[ assure you that nothing I have ut- 
tered or thought about any of your lin- 
eage could meet the public eye if grate- 
ful to them, would be otherwise to me. 
The leading man of that house, who was 
the pride of his native State, Kentucky, 
and who was the kndest. friend I ever 
knew from my school days, when he 
helped me along in the Latin Grammar, 
to the close of his illustrious life, when 
I mourned his joss. not merely as lost 
to me, but more vastly because he was 
lost to the continent to which his genius 
and counsels had given a tone of wise 
moderation to a revolution which threat- 
ened the overthrow of.all our institu- 
tions. He marked the point at which it 
should stop. But I am led off from the 
topic of which you speak—Cuba, It has 
from its conquest always been the most 
abject of slave provinces. Always under 
the thrall of.a more than double glavery, 
pomiean ys commercially and even its 

usbandry. Put this was the crime of’ 
foreign thrones, not only the throne of 

Spain, but by asserted treaties other 

powerful kings brought into a conspir- 
acy against human nature on two con- 
tinents as well as subject islands. 

Now Spain is allying herself with the 
spirit of republican government which 
pervades thé provinces of the broken 
monarchy that seeks to re-establish 
and combine their natural strength on a 
broader bottom and sounder Brinciples, 
may again bring together the power 
which, once she commanded on the 
south of Burope. It was lost by the 
vast spread of it over remote regions 
which had no principles of cohesion or 
of interest to hold them together. Great 
Britain could not hold her merica, 
mor can Spain, now that the frit of 
independence thas become the basis of 
liberty and strength by combination of 
five States a& co-equal confederates. 

Our government has made a nation on 
this grand idea and we ought to assist 
her in its advancement. ut to make 
this possible she ought to declare the 
independence of Cuba and give the pow- 
er to join her destiny with such confed- 
eracy as p to give to her the best 
seourity for her peace and prosperity 
an. their rmanence. 

The contiguity of Cuba to the United 
States; the fact that she binds like a 
shield around the most exposed section 
of our continent; that she incloses the 
Gulf of Mexico and receives all of our 
great rivers.that flow through the great 
valley which holds the heart of North 
Amevica, and which makes it impossible 
that our people can ever permit another 
people to set up 4 government there cap- 

able of becoming’a rival nation; and the 
fact that another race in this govern- 
ment is set up as coequal with the domi- 
mant race here in ours, and their brethren 
in Cuba are at war with Spain and must 
always remain antagonists, it is not pos- 
sible that a forei power so far off 
could assimilate goVernments so as to 
blend them into one. 

This makes it inevitable that the conti- 
nent must give the law to the islands, 
whose rivers, and the detritus of whose 
valleys and mountains have made them. 

It seems to me that Cuba can only be a 
free and independent State under the 

‘protection or In some sort of association 
as a republic with our own. 

If I am right in my opinions on this 
subject, I think the Spanish confeder- 
acy of republics, which is now be- 
leaguered with arms and other sinews o¢ 
war, furnished by the monarchs of Eu- 
rope, ought to consult with our confed- 
eracy how Cuba oan be made free and 
independent, and, in connection with our 
people, become useful in making Spafn 
also free and independent. For this 
consummation there is no price our peo- 
ple would not pay. Your friend,

Before the exeoution of Crittenden ai 
his comrades they were given a 
time to write to re ves and friends, In 
Col. Crittenden’s letter these words oc- 
cur: “This is an incoherent letter, but 
the circumstances must excuse it. My 
hands are swollen ‘to double their natural 
thickness, resulting from having them 
too tightly corded for the hast eighteen 
hours. Write to Brother John and let 
him write to my mother. I am afra‘d 
that the news will break her heart. My 
heart beats warmly for her now. Fare- 
well. My love to all my friends.” 

Upon the news of the fate of Crittenden 
and his comrades reaching St. Lou's, a 
public meeting was held on the 26th of 
August, 1851, at the Mound Market-house 
in the Sixth Ward. Col. Nathaniel Buck- 
master resided. Dr. Alfred Hecock 
Josepli Cochran, William G. Clark and 
Smith Robinson were _ vice-presidents. 
On motion of Isaac H. Sturgeon a com- 
mittee was appointed to draft resolu- 
tions. The committee consisted of Isaac 
H. Sturgeon, Dr. John N. McDowell, J. 
Sidney ith, Levi J. Ashbrook and W. 
J. Barrett. .Mr. Sturgeon reported resolu- 
tions, which were adopted, and the meet- 
ing adjourned to reassemble at the Court- 
house on Saturday night, the 3ist day of 
August, 1881. At this meeting Col. Thos. 
“Harney was president and Col. D. H. 
Armstrong, ames A. Rogers, Henry 
Holmes, William Harper, I. C. Richmond, 
R. Collins and John Dunn were vice- 

residents. On motion of Mr. Sturgeon,

Crittenden, knowing the 
interest I felt in the fate of his brother 
and in regard to the relations of Cuba 
to our country, led to my becoming 
aware of Mr. Biair’s letters to him, and 
at my request he gave them to me some 
years ago to publish at any time I might 
see proper, and feeling that their con- 
tents would interest the public at this 
time, I furnish them, with some other 
information on the same subject that 
may prove of interest.

HE SHOT A MAN 
WHILE IN TEXAS, 


JACOB FISCHEL HAS BEEN IN 
TROUBLE BEFORE. 


HE HAD TO LEAVE DALLAS. 


Attempted to Shoot His Wife There 
and Wounded the Man Who 
Protected Her.

Jacob Fischel, who attempted ta murder 
Julius Schreiber, his wife and Attorney 
Walter McBPntire in the Court-house last 
Wednesday morning, claims to be a much- 
persecuted man. 

He denies the telegraphic report that he 
attempted to kill another wife in Dallas, 
Tex., six years ago, and that he shot a 
man named Wasserman for interfering. 

He denies that he is a bigamist and has 
a wife and two children in San Francisco, 

In fact, he denies that he ever had a wife 
in Dallas, and gays he never knew Was- 
serman, who still keeps a store on Elm 
street in that city. 

The report is to the effect that Fischel, 
who went to Dallas about eleven years ago, 
married a widow there and led her a 


stormy life. He then kept a small store on 
Bim etreet, making a specialty of spec- 
tacles and cheap jewelry. 

One day he quarreled with his wife and 
attempted to shoot her. Wasserman, whose 
store was near by, interfered, and Fischel 
shot and wounded him. In the scuffle he 
also shot himself acciden‘ally, but not 
seriously. 

Fischel was tried and convicted of assault 
to kill and given two years in the peniten- 
tiary. He secured a rehearing and upon 
second trial was convicted of aggravated 
assault and fined $250. 

These go Ee occupied about a year 
and then Fischel left town. 

Such is the report that comes from Dallas, 
Fischel denies the whole affair, but says 
that he left Dallas five years ago, which 
corresponds with the report received, going 
from there to Oklahoma. 

Fischel says that he was married in San 
Francisco about fifteen years ago, but that 
his wife’s brother caused trouble between 
them and she obtained a divorce three years 
later. That was twelve years ago, but 
Fischel refuses to discuss his movements 
after that time. 

‘“‘My former wife,”’ he said, “‘married again 
and is still living in San Francisco.”’ 

“Schreiber, my wife’s uncle, has been try- 
ing to run me out of town ever since I mar- 
ried ‘his niece against his will. He has made 
all kinds of charges against me, including 
bigamy, and I suppose this Dallas charge 
is another attempt on his part to prejudice 
my case. If he can prove anything, let him 
do it. I am in jail and ‘he has go 
of me. I never had any trouble 
and never tried to kill anybody. 
never had but two wives, and both of them 
are living. If he thinks he can hurt&me by 
any of his goargee. let him go ahead.”’

TO PROTECT THE SEALS. 


Some Radical Recommendations Made 
by an Expert. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.~An interesting 
and important official contribution to the 
seal question is & report fled by Ex- 
pert Leonard Stejn r of the National Mu- 
seum on “Russian Fur Seal Islands,’’ just 
issued by the United States Fish Commis- 
sion. Thfee causes have been assigned for 
the declife of seal life on the seal islands 
of the Befing Sea and North Pacific 
Oceans, but the report places the whole 
blame upon pelagic sealing. The Comman- 
der Islands seal herd is being killed off so 
rapidly that in a season. or two it must be- 
come utterly unprofitable to hunt the an- 
imals in the open sea. 

These radical recommendations are made: 
Total and absolute hibition of pelagic 
sealing in the North Pacific Ocean and 
Bering Sea at all seasons for at least six 
years; after that time total prohibition at 
all seasons 4n Bering Sea and Pacific Ocean 
west of 175 deg. Bast longitude and North 
of 52 deg. North latitude, or, if preferable, 
within a zone of 150 nautical miles from the 
istands; total prohibition of killing on land 
for one year; after that time bachelor seals 
to be en on land not later than Aug. 1. 
This scheme would involve supporting the 
natives for one year and the extermination 
of the sledge dogs on Bering Island.

IT WAS AN ACCIDENT. 


Says Coroner Lloyd of the Death of 
Weyrick and Carpenter. 


Gharies A. Weyrich and Charles D. Car- 
penter, who were found dead fin the same 
bed at the Planters’ Hotel, Thursday after- 
noon, did not commit suicide, according to 
the official records at the Coroner’s officé. 

It was another one of those peculiar ‘“‘ac- 


cidents’’ which the newspapers classify as 
suicides. 

There was ro teetimony to show that the 

young men took their own lives; none to 
how that they did not. The fathers of the 
deceased swore that, to the best of their 
knowledge, their gons were not addicted to 
the use of morp/aine, and the presence of the 
drug in the room convinced Deputy Coroner 
Llovd that the young men had taken it to 
quiet their nerves after a debauch and had 
accidentally taken too much, Consequently 
a verdict of accidental death was rendered. 

It was know but not brought out at the 
inquést, that the young men had sought 
to purchase prussic acid at the Star Drug 
Store, Broadway -and Market street. The 
morphine was ordered after they registered 


apparently taken some time efore mid- 
night. The bodies were not discovered until 
6 o'clock Thursday afternoon. 

The bottle found had contained 60 grains 
of the drug. From the fact that only about 
5 grains had been taken out, Dr. Lloyd reas- 
ioned that the man did not ‘have any inten- 
tion of killing themselves. They already had 
the bottle in their possession and the pre- 
scription on which the sécond amount was 
obtained was a duplicate. 

Both men were buried Saturday afternoon, 
Carpenter’s funeral took place from the res- 
idence of his parents, 8 Morgan street. 
Woyrich’s funeral was at his parents’ home, 
5109 West Belle place.

SYSTEM. 


A Chance for Convicts to Improve 
Their Intellectyal Condition. 


When the convicts at the State prison left 
the workshops the other day nearly all of 


gray and they marched with the lock-step 
to their cells. But there were a few at the 
rear end of each gang who marched 
their arms folded, to a room in the old west 
end. They wore suits of cadet blue, that 
fitted their figures nicely and their trousers 
were creased. Their caps were of the same 
moterias as the suit, with patent leather 

ds. The coat and vest buttons were of 
polished steel. These men were prisoners of 
he first class, and there were nineteen of 
them out of a total of 389, says the Hartford 
Courant. 

This was one feature of the most import- 
ant step ever taken to reform prisoners. 
The prisoners begin in the middle of the 
second class. Then, according to their ye 
duct, they’ remain there, afte promoféd t 
the first class or are degraded . 
class. The second class prisoners will be | 
treated as they always have been. The | 
third-class men will wear red suits. The 
prisoners will be peumeesees to light punish- 
ments and will be deprived of light, books 
and the luxuries of the rations. In this de- 
partment the Berwtillon system of measure- 
ment is established. The solitary cells un- 
derneath the department for grade three 
are @rranged with every aoneideration of 
humanity. The cells dre clean. They are 
furnished with a plank bed, on which the 
occupants must sleep withoud a pillow. 
Thirty days is the limit of confinement in

The pole carried numerous other wires 
besides the Commertcial’s, and George Mc- 
Gann, Superintendent of the Commercial 
Telegraph Co., thinks Kroener may have re- 
ceived a shock from one of them sufficient 
to cause him ‘to lose his balance, 

Rain hed fallen for many hours, The 
pole had become water ®oaked, and a per- 
fect connection could have been made easily. 
Mr. McGann says Kroener has been in his 
employ for more than three years, and was 
&@n expert lineman. 

He can readily see, though, how the ac- 
cidentecould happen. There is scarcely any 
current on the telegraph hee but while 
holding an end of the wire, if he should 
have momentarily touched with his head 
or any part of his body one of the other 
wires, which were heavily charged, every- 
thing being so wet, the shock would have 
been sufficient to have caused him to fald. 

Or ét is possible that Kroener lost his bal- 
ance and plunged to his death without any 
shock.

Missouri has no great mountain ranges.
